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Creed For Teachers 


Every good teacher will ask himself, from time to time, 
how clearly he is aware of the principles on which he is 
acting. 

One of the best ways for him to find out is to state his 
beliefs in such a way às to point up contemporary issues in 
educàtion, Recently thee professors of English at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, Warner G. Rice, A. K. Stevens, and 
Bennett Weaver, tried this exercise and produced the follow- 
ing” Michigan Teacher's Creed. 

I believe that: 

(1) . The teacher is not one who heads exploring parties wan- 
dering over strange lands; rather, he is a guide who 
knows the trails dnd leads travelers to a sure destination. 
We teach that which we are; through the character of 
the instructor the manners and morals of students aré 
influenced and formed. 

Education should help students to distinguish between 
right and wrong; it should lead them to prefer the right 
over the wrong. з 

Unless the teacher triumphs over popular dogmas which 
insist that morals are a matter of statistics, that environ- 
ment dominates will, that the normal is preferable to the 
excellent, and that self-interest is man’s master motive, 
the efforts of schools to train character will come to 
nothing.

A -study carried. out by mid- 
western state experiment stations 
and the U.S. Department of Ag- 
rieulture shows that corn can be 
both .precooled.and iced for only 
1.8 cents а dozen over the cost of 
unhusked and uncooled corn: 

The. small extra cost is well 
worthwhile. The study, in which 
Michigan. State College cooperat- 
ed, shows that corn that isn't pre- 
cooled and iced loses up to one- 
half of its sugars and much mois- 
ture and flavor in the first 12-24 
hours after picking. 

A bulletin, North Central Reg- 
lonal Publication No. 45, was pub- 
lished.to show prodücers and con- 
sumers how corn is cooled. The 
bulletin Marketing Fresh Corn 
in the Midwest, is available by 
writing to the Bulletin Office at 
Michigan State College.

Sam Sisson 
Raises Gourds 


For Hobby 


Sam Sisson, 3624 Munger road, 
has quite a hobby. 

He raises and varnishes gourds 
for decorative centerpieces. 

Sam has been doing this for 
four years now and his customers 
keep coming back for more of 
the gourds. 

This: year hé ;had''nina platts 
and he harvested 152 gourds. 
Twelve seeds were planted to a 
hill. As soon as they started ‘to 
grow, he put them on racks, None 
of the plants were thinned. 

Sam had to spray constantly to 
keep down a beetle that burrows 
into the gourds. 

It takes gourds 05 days to ma- 
ture. Some folks leave them on 
the vines until frost hits but Sam 
started picking his the third 
week in August. 

They are picked when they are 
hard. You can test for hardness 
by. trying to put your fingernails 
into them. If juice forms on the 
gourd, it is not ready. 

After picking the gourds they 
have to dry out for another week. 
Then they are varnished. Some 
folks think that Sam also paints 
his gourds because of their varied 
соїогѕ апа patterns. But this is 
a natural process, The varnish 
seals the gourds and they will 
last indefinitely. 

Sam's grandfather, Mart Hen- 
dershot who used to live in Ma- 
con, also raised gourds. 

"When I was seven years old 
I remember a dipper for the. weli 
that grand-dad made from a 
large white gourd," Sam said, 
"and it lasted for a long time." 

"But perhaps the most famous 
gourd is that used by Xavier 
Cugat, the rhumba king. This 
gourd is drilled out and b-b shot 
is put in."

The first thing which should be 
pointed out is that this increase is 
automatic for persons already re- 
ceiving checks. Beneficiaries 
don’t have to write any letters, 
forms, or applications for the in- 
crease. If you are expecting a 
September social security check, 
it will be in the early. October 
mail as usual. And the amount on 
that check will be higher than 
your last check. 

How much will the increase 
be? The, answer to. this question 
will not be the same for everyone. 
In: the case of a retired worker, 
the increase will be at, least five 
dollars. And -theré -will be pro- 
portionate. iné for the: de- 
pendents or survivors who are re- 
‘eiving their monthly social 'se- 
curity payments now. 

The minimum monthly benefit 
amount will be increased from $25 
under the old law to $30 for the 
vetired worker and the maximum 
benefit will be increased from 
$85 to $98.50. The maximum fam- 
ily ‘benefit which wag $168.75 will 
be $200. No minimum benefit 
amount will be less than $30 for 
a retired worker or an only sur- 
vivor. 

The social security law says 
that the total family benefits can- 
not exceed 80 per cent of the in- 
sured worker's average monthly 
wage. But under the 1954 amend- 
ments this provision cannot re- 
duce the family benefits below 
$50 or one and a half times the 
worker's primary insurance 
amount, whichever amount is 
larger.

. Check Septic Tank.Cleaners 


Planning on having your-septic tank cleaned? 





Then know what you are paying for, the Division of 
Engineering of the Michigan Department of Health advises 
Tecumseh area householders who require the services of a 
septic tank cleaner, 


Engineers say recent complaints from householders show 
that a complete understanding regarding the service charge 
should be reached before the cleaning is started. 


And the best basis for payment is by the job rather than 
by weight or volume, engineers add, because there is less 
chance of misunderstanding. 


“For example, they point out, an ordinary 500 gallon sep- 
tic tank holds more than 4,000 pounds of liquid. and sludge 
so:that a seemingly small charge of three cents per pound 
could result in a bill of $120 for a cleaning. 


And don't be misled by glittering promises, engineers 
continue, because there is no quick or secret method of clean- 
ing &' septic tank. The only effective method is to remove 
the accumulated solids. 


The addition of. yeast, bacterial concentrates. or so-called 
“magic cleaners" or “rejuvenators” have never proven to be 
necessary for the proper operation of a septic tank, they 
emphasize. 


‘But the public does have some protection against fraud, 
efigineers point out, betause there is а law requiring the 
litensing’ апа bonding” of a septic tank servicing agency. 
This license is issued to an applicant only after his equipment 
has been inspected and found adequate to clean septic tanks 
in a manner not detrimental to public health. 





And in addition to the vehicle license which must be car- 
ried on the truck at all times, the law requires that the license 
serial number be painted on the side of the vehicle in large 
letters. And, when you have your septic tank cleaned, it's a 
good idea to write down this serial number, engineers con- 
clude, just to be on the safe side.

ented and beautiful and was much 
liked by her pupils. She sang in 
the choir of the Presbyterian 
church and was otherwise uni- 
versallp accepted. Her family 
presented a situation which could, 
and probably did, have elements 
of tragedy. A half brother, Peter 
Ridgeley looked entirely white 
and was strikingly handsome. He 
worked on a newspaper, the Te- 
cumseh News and was a glamor- 
ous figure to the local young 
ladies. But -other brothers were 
extremely black. One of them 
"Cap" Grayson was for many 
years a porter on the Wabash 
train through Adrian- and fre- 
quently renewed acquaintance 
with Tecumseh passengers who 
had been his childhood school 
friends. Miss Grayson married the 
head of a Chicago catering estab- 
lishment and it was a source of 
satisfaction to her. Tecumseh 
friends that she became success- 
ful and wealthy. 

But it was George Washington 
who was the town’s favorite col- 
ored man. There may have been 
basis for the story about his birth 
for a sketch of his life, printed 
when he was very old, says he 
was born іп Ann Arbor in 1842 
and came to Tecumseh when he 
was eight to live with his grand- 
mother, Aunt Hannah Butler. As a 
boy he worked in the homes of 
Raisin:township farmers and the 
list includes many of the Quak- 
ers of the neighborhood. There 
were Aaron Comfort, Jonathan 
Green, Moses Comfort, Zack Cook, 
Samuel Satterthwaite and Nehe- 
miah Sutton. 

About 1867 he began work in 
the Stave Mill of Blinn and Hay- 
den, where barrels were made for 
Globe flour and then for 20 years 
he worked in the mill itself, leav- 
ing there to become steward for 
the Tecumseh Club. It was during 
his years with the club that he be- 
came such a familiar figure on 
the street and such a loyal friend 
to the club members. He never 
married, but in 1875 he built a 
home on the top of the bluff just 
west of the Globe Mill, which be- 
cause:of his name сате to be call- 
ed "Mt. Vernon." 

There he raised fruit and vege- 
tables and after he could no long- 
er act as caretaker, chef, valet and 
general guardian angel to the club 
members, he pruned and sprayed 
the fruit trees for half the gard- 
ners in the town.

We govern ourselves not 
by making the decisions individu- 
ally as citizens but by selecting 
representatives to make those de- 
cisions for us. That is a republic. 
When, however, aslin the case of 
these constitutional amendments 
we, the people, decide for our- 
selves upon а course of action, we 
hàve.an example of pure democ- 
racy attempting to work im a big 
unit of government.

By New Social Security 


According to Raymond C. Back- 
us, Manager of the District Office 
of the Social Security Adminis- 
tration, the 1954 Amendments to 
the Social Security Act have made 
the. program's coverage almost 
universal. 

The extension of coverage is 
automatic for almost seven mil- 
lion of these brought into the pro- 
gram after 1954. For.about three 
and three quarter" millón. men, 
and women, coverage is available 
on the-basis of group agreements} 
or individual agreements begin- 
ning Jan, 1, 1955. The total num- 
ber of people newly covered by 
old-age and survivors insurance 
protection, either' automatically 
ог through agreements, is over 
ten million. 

Over three and a half million 
farm operators will begin earning 
their social security credits. For 
those, farmers whose gross earn- 
ings are under $1800, the new law 
provides a simplified procedure. 
Over two million farm employees. 
who couldn’t meet the “regular- 
ly-employed” test under the old 
law will be covered since the test 
lias been abolished.

E. Chicago Blvd. and Maumee Street, Tecumseh 
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ds That Sol 


By Clara Waldron “< 


Because history—or historians 
—have a tendency to emphasize 
wars, no matter how small the 
century-old squabble between 
Tecumseh and Adrian over the 
possession of-the county-seat is 
one of the better known incidents 
of our past..What is not so com- 
monly known. is the fact that 
Tecumseh still has' a portion of 
the original ccurt house of Lena- 
wee county. 

If the present project of a few 
interested citizens.is successful, 
the 125 year old structure will be 
suitably marked, so that even the 
passing public wil know -that 
Tecumseh was once the “Seat of 
Justice." 

Just why it was not left on its 
original site, where it might have 
served a useful public purpose is 
not known. It. was built in 1829 
on “Gourt House Square,” now 
Adam's or standpipe park, and 


after a rather checkered career| 


of 40 years was moved to its pres- 


ent location at 510 East Chicago; 
Blvd. There it was first a small; 


factory, making tool handles; and 
then became part of'the house at 
that number, now the home of 
Mr, and Mrs. "Pete" Dermyer, 
“It all began oh a high plane 
of public service — only slightly 
tjrictured by polities’ and 





seeking. Our founding fathers 
were not naive back woodsmen. 
They had already played a leading 
role in the development of one 
pioneer community in Jefferson 
county, N. Y., and they were de- 
termined that this: one also 
should prosper, Obtaining the 
county ‘seat was one way of as- 
suring success and they had the 
infiuence to obtain it. 

Austin E, Wing, Monroe law- 
yer, who might well be called the 
godfather of: Tecumseh, was an 
old friend of the then Territorial 
Governor Lewis Cass, so when 
our General Brown went to him 
with the request that the new 
town be named the county seat, 
it was as good as done. To be sure 
Lenawee wag not yet officially a 
county and Tecumseh was 
only an entry on the books of the 


|land office at Monroe so the re- 


quest was for a position that did 
not yet exist. 

The next four years, however, 
made an enormous difference and 
by 1828 the official business of 
the then established county had 
been transacted here for more 
than a year—just where we do 
notfknow. In April of that year 
a paper was circulated among cit- 
izens of the community, all of

start in the new country, It reac 
as follows— 

“Whereas—The present situa- 
tion of the county of Lenawee ab- 
solutely requires that a court 
1ouse- and gaol. for said. cour’? 
зе erected in the township of Te- 
cumséh, we, the undersigned, 
deeply feeling the neccessity of 
such a measure, do héreby guar- 
antee to pay a büilding committee, 
consisting of M. Evans, S, Blanch- 
ard, D. Pitman, M. Smitn, ano 
Thomas Goodrich, Esgr. the sev 
eral Sums. annexed to each of our 
names, on or before the first day. 
of May 1829, in: such funds,. con 
sisting of materials, labor, pro- 
duce, cash or articles which shal’ 
be signed, as this committee shall 
demand from time to time, as the 
prosecution of the object may re 
quire—" 

Before the deadline of May 1829 
had been reached there were 59 
signatures on the paper, pledging 
a'total of $2730 in cash, labor and 
materials. A yard stick of. the 
value of that amount may be ob- 
tained by studying the smallest 
contribution “of all A James 
Coats pledged $4.50 which equal- 
ed “six days labor on the frame.” 
When it is considered that there 
were then probably not more than! 
100 families in the township, | 
since the census taken two years, 
later in 1830 gave the township a| 
total population of 771, that is a 
high voluntary contribution. Just 
to circulate the paper must have 
been a major undertaking with 
transportation by ox team, horse- 
back or on foot. 
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The largest pledge was й‹ course 
from the Wing, Evans and Brown 
company, a $600 bond; $250 was 
promised by a farmer, Thomas Y. 
Howe; Musgrove Evans gave $150 
personally; Stilman Branchard, 
the future builder of the Globe 
Mill, gave $100 as did farmer, 
Peter Lowe, Daniel Pitman, store- 
keeper, and Joseph Brown each 
pledged $75 and there меге sev- 
eral of $50, There were pledges 
also in grain and in ox team la 
bor. James Borland, landlord o: 
the Green Tavern promised par 
3f his in board and others merely 
stated they would do “what the 
committee wished." A few names 
were from the northern part o! 
Raisin township but it is signifi 
cant that otherwise the project 
was. completely local. although 
this was to be-a "county" build 
ing. The implieatiors of this sit 
uation must have been obvious 
even then and. the rift-between 
the north апа south half of the 
county grew wider as time weni 
on.

The contest between Tecumseh 
wd Ady over the possesion of 
seat finally resolved 
а question of which 
hed the more influence with the| 
legislature. .In the beginning, 
when the authority rested in the 
Territcrial Legislative Council, 
Tecumsch had the most friends 
ard "influenced the most people." 
But by “he time Michigan be 
came a state, those friends were 

‘lorizer in power. Former Gov- 

or Case ‘Had gone to W 
von and even Austin Wing 
pre-occupied with.his own affairs 
in Detroit. 

By 1836, too, Adrian had a new 
and telling argument. The Erie 
and Kalamazoo railroad, the first 
im Michigan and largely financed 
by Adrian capital, was nearly 
completed to that town. That 
fact, added to the advantage of 
its central location, weighed 
heavily in its favor and by an 
act of March 21, 1836, the state 

gislature granted Adrian’s peti- 
tion. The act provided, however, 
that the "seat of justice" should 
not be moved for more than two 
years or until after the first of 
November 1838. 

There was a further—and im- 
portant—provision. The board of 
supervisors was granted permis- 
sion to borrow up to $10,000 at 
7 per cent to build a new court 
house. Thus Adrians Court 
House was no locelly financed af- 
fair. Tecumseh, who had furnish- 
€d the county with a legal head- 
quarters for nearly ten of those 
difficult early years, now ‘had to 
shoulder a substantial pant of fi- 
nancing the new one. For in 1836, 
the population of Tecumseh town- 
ship was still nearly twice that of 
Logan or Adrian township, andi 
the taxes were in proportion. 

So Tecumzeh's position as coun- 
ty seat came to an end, but the: 
"imposing" court-house still’ re- 
mained. Its ownership was ques ' 
tionable to say the least. Though 
it stood on village land it was! 
neither private, village nor coum 
ty property. But that did not 
mean it was not put to good' use. 
Even while the county offices 
had been housed there it had 
been used also for school pur- 
poses, 

The “Academical | School," 
opened in 1832 by Sirrel LeBaron 
in Brownvilie, a private institu- 
tion whieh was the nearest to a 
high school the times afforded,| 
had been moved there soon after 
the building was completed.

Postmaster Sees Record Mail Rush 


А three-point program designed 
to insure delivery of gift pack- 
ages and Christmas cards by Dec. 
25. was announced this week by 
ack Metcalf, postmaster in Te- 
umseh, who predicted that the 
lume of holiday mail this year 
ill exceed that of any other 
Wear. 

“I've found". he said,

The postmaster urges that local 
business firms mail their regular 
orrespondencé before 4 p.m. each 
Hay of the Christmas season.

"This will leave 'elbow room' 
at the post office to process the 
tremendous volume. of holiday 
mail we'll be handling." 

He expects the 1954 volume to 
top the all-time record of 200,625 
pieces handled during the 1953 
season, 

Point two, according to the 
postmaster, requires the pub 
lic's cooperation. He suggested 
that prospective mailers check 
their Christmas-card lists, mak- 
ing sure that each address in- 
cludés a full name, street and 
number, city, zone and stafe, 

He also asks that Tecumseh and 
out-of-town mail be separated and, 
he adds, “You will help speed 
delivery if you face your cards 
with all stamps in the upper right 
hand corner, This speeds the can- 





cellation.” 

Another suggestion is a visit 
to the post office to order requir- 
ed stamps, and to a store for a 
supply of heavy wrapping paper 
and strong cord. “There will then 
still be a week left for leisurely 
Christmas shopping,” һе com- 
mented.

“We are able to prove from ac- 
cident records that over 90 per- 
cent of traffic accidents are 
caused by specific violations of 
the law. If the records were bet- 
ter I am sure we could raise this 
figure, to 95 percent. Accidents 
due to people falling asleep, road- 
ways caving in or a wheel com- 
ing off represent a small percent 
of the total."

“When you look at it that way 
accidents are not accidental at 
all.

"Records show that most of 
our violation trouble comes from 
speeding, running red lights and 
stop signs, dangerous passing and 
dangerous left and right turns at 
intersections. Combinations 
these frequently bring a charge 
of reckless driving, careless driv- 
ing or a failure to have your car 
under control. 

“Following too closely and 
failure to yield the right-of-way 
are also common charges in acci- 
dent cases. Naturally, too, we 
have the important charge of 
drunk driving. Too much alochol 
makes a driver think he's too 
good, makes him want to drive 
too fast when he can’t see as well, 
can’t react as quickly, and can’t 
stop as quickly.

“The Huron Valley Child-Guid- 
ance Clinic treats a numbér of 
normal children,” stated Dr. 
John Pitkin, clinic director who 
spoke at the Patterson PTA meet- 
ing last Thursday. 

“These are children who have 
temporary difficulties or whose 
parents -thought they needed 
help. 

“Other types of children served 
by the clinic are those with or- 
ganic handicaps such as children 
who have brain damage. Children 
with pseudo-retardation are; also 
treated. Some children have ‘com 
wulsive disorders and others are 
afflicted with petit-mal epilepsy"! 

"Another group of- éhildren 
treated at the clinic," continued. 
Dr. Pitkin, "are those who have 
had severe illnesses such as stat- 
let-fever, polio, diabetes and who 
need help re-adjusting to. а ndor- 
mal life." 

"There are very few true 
psychotic children referred: to the 
clinic," he said. "Childrem are 
more likely to be neurotic rather 
than psychotic.” 

Dr. Pitkin, emphasizing the 
elinic’s need said that one out of 
every ten children in school has 
emotional problems that need 
help and three per cent have 
learning problems. 

"The trend at present is for 
parents to take less and less re- 
sponsibility for children and to 
allow teachers and schools more 
and more of that responsibility.

If Tecumseh 
had this necessary type of housing and if it were properly 
regülated, the whole city would benefit. 

The city would add more tax base; there would be more} 
folks living here which would give the city more sales tax 
refünds; and, from the business standpoint, if the folks lived) 
here, they would become potential purchasers of goods and 
services offered by local busineess and professional places;

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How Long Is a Half Second? 

How. long is a half second? 

For. the drinking driver clipping along the highway at 
60-mhiles.an hour it could be 44 feet too long, according to Dr. 
C. W. Muehlberger, Director of the Crime Detection Labor- 
atery:of the Michigan Department of Health. 

; An automobile traveling at a speed of 60 miles an hour is 
covering 88 feet per second. Average reaction time is a half! 
second, Dr. Muehlberger said. But if you're slowed down by 
one full second, you would travel 44 feet further than if your 
réaction time was normal. 

Increased social drinking during the holiday season 
пакёѕ it necessary to be extra cautious when driving. Na- 
tional Safety Council figures from 21 states for 1953 show 


that in-24 out of 100 fatal accidents, a driver or pedestrian Е 


had been drinking. 
"The danger," Dr. Muehlberger added, "lies in the fact 
that reaction time begins to slow up in the very early stages 
of intoxication, before people realize that they have lost 
some of their ability to meet situations requiring quick 
thinking.” 
Dr. Muehlberger's advice: “If you've been drinking, stay 
. away from the steering wheel. And if you're sober, drive as 
though every other car you meet is being driven by someone 
who has been drinking.”

Family Living Outlook 

From the standpoint of family living what has the New 
Year to offer. These facts concerning consumer costs were 
gleaned. from. the, Michigan Farm Economics bulletin from 
Michigan State College; and although they were compiled for 
farmers they affect us all: 

‚+ Thete is nothing in the outlook for 1955 to lead one to 
expect lower food prices. Farmers may well ask why groceries 
aren't ging to cost less if their produce is going to bring less 
Money to the farm. Official figures show that out of every 
dollar à housewife spends, farmers are getting about 43 cents 
——0ї 14, percent less than in 1947. 

‘A family, planning with fewer dollars this year than 
last, will want to consider carefully which items of clothing 
miüst be replaced. Some items, such as overalls, shoes and 
underwear must be purchased each year. Other things, such 
as winter coats, can sometimes be made to do another season. 
ү 3$ on items such as these that families must decide whether 
they are.a "need" or a “want.” 

х There is nothing in the picture for 1955 to indicate that 
prites of cotton, wool, rayon, silk or leather will be any dif- 
ferent than in 1954. 

Usually building or remodeling is part of a family’s long- 
time plan, Since the outlook for many months and even years 
ahead i$ for building costs to continue at boom time high 
level, little will be gained by waiting if this want or need 
has been given a top priority 

In considering plans for furniture and equipment for 
1855, families probably are safe in assuming that prices won't 
change much in the next twelve months.

School Board A Adopts 
New Salary Schedule 
For Tecumseh Teachers 


A new teachers’ 


salary schedule for Tecumseh Publie 


School teachers has been adopted by the board of education. 
The new schedule with à $3400 starting base for degree 


teachers will begin next Sept. 
Supt. James McDowell said the new schedule gives Te- | 


cumseh a better chance to compete for teachers with other 


school systems iy the are 

This is the way the new ‘sched 
ule will work: 

The minimum salary for a de 
gree teacher will be $3400. After 
14 years of teaching the teacher 
can reach the maximum of $5080 
with $120 increases for each year 
of teaching experience. 

A. teacher with a master’s de- 
gree will start in the local school 
system with $3600 a year. The 
maximum after 14 years will be 
$5280 under the new schedule, 

In both instances $100 a year up 
to five years will be granted to 
teachers who have had teaching 
experience in other systems. 

The new schedule raises the 
base $100 over the old one and 
equalizes the increments. 

It applies equally to men and 
to women. 

Supt McDowell said he and 
the board are proud of the teach- 
ers’ collective record of educa- 
tional achievements and of ten- 
ure. 

Ninety per cent of all Tecum- 
Seh's 51 teachers have degrees, 
he said, and 35 per cent of the 
teacher have master's degrees. 

'lTecumseh's school system has 
"balance" in the point of service, 
hé pointed out, with 30, or more 
than half, having taught in the

Assessor John 
Saling, nothing will be done about raising Tecumseh’s assessed: vàlu» 
ation to make it conform nearer to the state equalized valuation. 

Even though a report from the state tax commission shows that 
the City of Tecumseh currently is being assessed the lowest per 
centage of the state equalized valuation of the county's four cities, 
Assessor Saling reports that he still has not made up his mind 
how or when the individual assessments will be changed if they 
are changed at all.

Ice Fishing Hints 
Passed On By Expert 


A: fish's appetite is just as good in winter as it is in summer, 
[says Professor Karl F. Lagler, chairman of the fisheries department 
|in the University of Michigan’s School of Natural Resources, who 
[urges any would-be ice-fisherman to take a try at the sport this 





sor Lagler suggests using a num- 
ber 14 or 16 hook with а piece of 
split shot clamped ‘to it, plus a 
bright maribou feather streamer 
of red, yellow or white—a fish’s 
favorite colors, 

"The best tackle for рап fish- 
ing is a rod with the rough equiv- 
alent of a fly rod tip and mono 
filament line, like those favored 
by spin fishermen,” he continues. 

Another tip: Hold your line 
tightly and let it extend- down to 
within one foot from the lake bot- 
tom. 

For perch bait he ‘recommends 
small live minnows ав movement 
of the bait is essential. For the 
Staple of Michigan’s ice-fishing, 
the common bluegill, he suggests 
small natural baits such as grubs 
and wigglers. 

Lake maps to-help find the best 
spots for ice-fishing are available 
at the Institute of Fisheries Re- 
serch, Museums Annex, Univer- 
sity of Michigan, Ann Arbor. 
County names for lakes must be 
used in inquiries.

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Tips Offered 
Out Of Linens | 


Bed linens need good care to 
give good wear. 

To make sure your sheets and 
pillowcases serve you best, here 
are some suggestions from Cecilia 
Roach, instructor in the textiles, 
|elothing and related arts depart- 
ment at Michigan State College. 

Strong bleaches used in laund- 
ering sheets will weaken them. 
To prevent them from becoming 
too soiled, change them frequent- 
ly. Mend the holes and tears be- 
fore washing. Miss. Roach sug 
gests tearing torn sheets down 
the center lengthwise, seaming 
the’ salvaged edges together and 
hemming the raw edges. 

Sheets should be washed in 
hot, softened water with plenty 
of soap. Make ‘sure the soap is 
thoroughly rinsed. out. Don’t try 
to wash too many sheets at one 
time, cautions Miss Roach: the 
results won’t be as good. 

Miss Roach suggests hanging 
sheets a different way each time 
you pin them up to dry. This will 
distribute wear from the elothes- 
line evenly over the sheet. She 
Says sunshine is the best bleach 
to whiten sheets, so try to hang 
them on a sunny day. But do not 
let them whip in a strong wind 
or freeze stiff. 

Avoid an iron that is too hot 
and never use it to iron creases 
into sheets. Fold them by hand 
and try folding them in different 
places. Most long tears in sheets, 
says Miss Roach, are crease 
breaks.

Are You Home With TB? 


Nearly 3,000 persons with active tuberculosis are "at 
home” in Michigan communities, not isolated in sanatoriums, 
the Michigan Department of Health reported today. 

Another estimated 3,800 Michigan people have the in- 
fectious disease unknown to themselves 
health authorities. 


State Health Commissioner, Dr. Albert E. Heustis, said 
these reeords warn of gaps in Michigan TB detection and 
patient services programs. 


“Many persons, innocently unaware of their condition, 
are spreading tuberculosis," the doctor said. *Cases should 
be found earlier and we need to help the victims to total re- 
covery. Otherwise, tuberculosis will cling to its rank as our 
number one communicable disease problem." 

Аз an example of what can happen when TB spreads 
unsuspected, Dr. Heustis cited a case recently reported by 
the Lenawee County Health Department, in which a woman 


unknowingly passed TB to eight children in four different 
families.

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The woman had been helping to care for children in the 


four homes, When a child in one of the families was found 
to hàve active tuberculosis, the Lenawee County Health De- 
partment promptly began to arrange for examinations for 
everyone close to the youngster. 

Check-ups disclosed that the woman—hired by the fam- 
ily to help with the children—had advanced active TB with- 
out knowing it, Examinations of family members in other 
homes where the woman worked have so far resulted in the 
hospitalization of seven more children—making the total of 
eight cases from the four homes. b 


"Our objective is to stop such chain reactions before they |Y 
start,” Dr. Heustis added. “Reports showing more than 6,000 
persons at home with active TB indieate how much remains 
ahead of'us in TB control.”

The Tecumseh

swamp. This is not as quixotic a notion as, at first thought, | 
it might seem. 


The scientists who study the relationship of living things, 
including man, to each other and to their environment, tell 
us that in nature's design there is no such thing as “waste 
land.” One of the things that makes America a rich and stim- 
ulating country, they suggest, is the variety of its land forms. 
Perhaps we need an Okefenokee and the Dakota potholes as 
well as the peach orchards and the wheat fields. 


As a matter of fact, a swamp is one of nature’s more 
productive kinds of land. The literature and history of Amer- 
ica contain many references to the vegetative prolificacy and 
wildlife abundance of its swamps and marshes. Originally 
there were some 120 million acres of such “wetlands” in what 
is now the United States. Fewer than 30 million acres remain 
that are fit for a mallard to live in. The rest have been drain- 
ed, poisoned by pollution, or otherwise destroyed by the ma- 
nipulations of man. 
came the once great flights of 
wild fowl that “darkened the sun" and inspired Audubon 
and other pioneer observers. From the “wetlands” that re- 
main come the flights of wild ducks and geese of today, such 
as they are. 


From those “wetlands” 


Marsh, swamp, slough and stream-course are havens also 
for many other kinds of wildlife. A federal biologist named 
Lee Yeager has figured out that 95 per cent of the. annual 
fur harvest is trapped from the “wetlands.” An acre of marsh 
in Maryland or Louisiana may yield $25 per year in muskrat 
pelts—more than the same acre might yield in farm crops 
if drained and put to the plow. 


A great deal of America’s best hunting and fishing is 
dependent on, or to be found in, the so-called “wetlands.” 
It is difficult to tie a price tag on outdoor recreation in this 
day of indoor pressures but, for the record, the $9 billion 
per year spent by American sportsmen rings several cash 
registers. 





The point being made by the Conservation League, the 
National Wildlife Federation and affiliated conservation 
groups this week is that all the swamps and marshes should 
not be drained because America needs to keep some of its 

wetlands.” Some drainage is necessary, the Federation con- 
cedes, but recalls some costly drainage mistakes—Mingo 
swamp in Missouri, Thief Lake in Minnesota and the Ever- 
glades in Florida, to name a few examples. In those places, 
and others, drainage was a failure; the land proved unpro- 
ductive for farming. The ditches have been plugged and the 
natural swamps—teeming with wildlife—have been restored. 


Yes, a swamp or marsh may have great value, extending 
its benefits through the north-south length of a waterfowl 
flyway. We think the conservationists have a point in their 
Wildlife Week theme. We question with them the wisdom of 
using taxpayers’ money to subsidize new 
this period of perplexing crop surpluses. 
taxpayers enough to store the surpluses. We recommend also 
that Congress look twice at every drainage project proposed 
by the Army engineers or reclamation planners. Let’s make 
certain the public benefits will actually out-weigh the dam 
ages before sending more of our ‹
